HE  success  or  disappointment  of  a 
visit  to  a  great  city  is  determined 
in  very  large  measure  by  the 
choice  of  a  hotel.

Travelers  from  Europe  will  find  the  United 
States  Customs  ordeal  greatly  minimized  if  they 
will  carefully  read  and  follow  the  very  explicit 
instructions  supplied  by  the  United  States  Cus- 
toms Department.  Blank  forms  for  passengers' 
declarations  are  distributed  on  the  steamer  in  the 
early  portion  of  the  voyage.  These  blanks  in- 
struct the  passenger  fully  as  to  the  necessary  pro- 
cedure. The  "Official  Notice"  to  incoming  pas- 
sengers, also  issued  by  the  Customs  Department, 
supplements  these  blanks  and  furnishes  practically 
all  other  needed  information.  It  may  be  added, 
however,  that  if  the  incoming  passenger  will  put 
all  his  foreign  purchases  together,  in  a  single 
trunk  or  bag  if  possible,  will  keep  and  have  on 
his  person  receipted  bills  for  all  purchases  abroad, 
and  will  be  neither  forgetful  nor  evasive,  there 
will  be  found  little  difficulty  in  passing  the  United 
States  Customs.
